A Supplemental Appeal Brief is required for the Grounds of Rejection 
to be Reviewed on Appeal.

ORDERED that the application is electronically returned to the 
Examiner:

2) notify Appellant to file a Supplemental Appeal Brief with the

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3) consider the Supplemental Appeal Brief and if it is in compliance, 
issue and mail a Form PTOL-90 acknowledging receipt and 
consideration of the Supplemental Appeal Brief; and
